With a budget $17,(HK) less than 
in previous years, Stanley O’Car- 
rol, superintendent of Camp Rein­ 
berg has a real job on his hands. 
He is attempting to care 
for the 
same number of groups as previ­ 
ously, but all so called luxuries and 
extras must be cut out. Perhaps 
there will not be as many dishes 
cf ice cream this year and per­ 
haps some of the dessert may be 
omitted from the meals. 
Mr. O’Carrol in contracting for 
this year’s supplies found that 
prices are up about thirty per cent, 
while the hunger of the young peo­ 
ple is as great as ever. It nearly 
takes a magician to fill the void, but 
Mi. O’Carrol is doing 
his best. 
Many games, and equipment could 
not be replaced as usual. The size 
of the orchestra and the scout staff 
had to be cut. However the hearts 
of Mr. O’Carrol and his staff are 
as big as ever and they are doing 
their best to give as much fresh air 
outing as can be crowded in ten 
days as possible. “At least,” says 
the superintendent, “the air is still 
free.” 
Pour hundred and 
thirty-eight 
cardiac cases representing 53 Chi­ 
cago clinics and hospitals are in 
the hands of Mr. O’Carrol at Camp 
Reinberg this week. 
These children and mothers, suf­ 
fering from heart ailments, are un­ 
der the closest supervision. They 
arc* restricted in the kind of activi­ 
ties in which they may participate 
or enjoy. Divided into three groups, 
the reds, blues, and yellows, the 
reds, the most dangerous, are in 
tho constant care of Dr. Alexander 
Sanders of the Cook County hos­ 
pital. Colored ribbons are worn to 
designate the extent of the disease. 
And every day examination provides 
a check upon the group and they' 
are constantly being rearranged as 
they improve or grow worse. 
AliM esent there are 14 mothers, 
29 ^ P t , and 33 boys included in 
the red classification. They are de­ 
nied the use of playground equip­ 
ment; allowed to go wading for 
five minutes every second day; giv­ 
en more hours of sleep 
and rest 
periods during the day; and limit­ 
ed to table games and other more 
restful amusements. 
The cardiac group is the second 
of six groups that will attend Camp 
Reinberg this summer. The large 
cut in the appropriation 
for the 
camp almost made it necessary to 
bar one of them. 
But 
Stanley 
O’Carrol, superintendent, has in­ 
geniously cut down every expense 
possible so that Chicago settlement 
children could 
be given 
a short 
healthful experience in the coun­ 
try. It has meant a restriction of 
children’s games and amusements, 
elimination of certain camping ac­ 
tivities that “embroider” camp life, 
the exchange and reduction of pow­ 
er consuming electrical fixtures, 
and the foregoing of 
other usual 
camp procedures. 
Superintendent O’Carrol has al­ 
most an entire new staff at his dis­ 
posal. Fifty-six out of seventy-one 
employees are spending their first 
year at Reinberg, although all of 
them have had previous experience 
in handling boys and girls. Most of 
the senior directors hold university 
degrees providing the most experi­ 
enced staff with which Mr. O’Car­ 
rol has ever worked. 
Mrs. Martin has 
returned this 
year as assistant to Mr. O’Carrol. 
She is the “mother” to nearly' all 
of the younger children. 
Miss Ryan, who holds a PhB at 
Loyola, is senior director and gen­ 
eral program chairman of the girls. 
She has done outstanding work in 
physical education and music. Ray 
McNellis, 20, is Senior director and 
program director of the boys. He 
has been assisting at the camp for 
tho past nine years and has achiev­ 
ed an MA at Loyola. 
Mr. O’Carrol has selected a staff 
possessed of diversified talents and 
proficiencies. 
Some 
have 
been 
chosen because they are good story 
tellers; others because they are able 
to direct tam es; one "because a de- 
pondab*%®urchaser of kitchn sup- 
pliesj|KBici&ns, swimmers, paint- 
ers, tip p e rs, and social students 
all have their place in the direction 
of life at Camp Reinberg. 
The junior staff is made up en­ 
tirely of scouts who have received 
the highest merits in scoutcraft.

“Furthermore inasmuch as the 
public and all other groups are to 
be excluded from the lake the For­ 
est Preserve District no longer 
maintains a corps of life 
guards 
and requires Camp 
Reinberg 
furnish 
its 
own 
supervision 
swimming. There would be no life 
guards to protect the lives of swim­ 
mers at other times nor to give ar­ 
tificial respiration in the event of 
a near drowning. 
“For these reasons only we are 
compelled to restrict swimming in 
Deer Grove Lake to the children in 
Camp Reinberg. We do so regret­ 
fully, realizing the disappointment 
and resentment of the public and 
of the other group camps in the 
area. We do so in the interests of 
their own health and safety and 
with the knowledge 
that we are 
protecting them against the dang­ 
ers of disease and drowning.”

The county clerk of Cook coun­ 
ty has turned over to the township 
committeemen of both parties the 
job of determining the precinct 
lines that will determine the bound­ 
aries of the new precincts that are 
called into being by the require­ 
ments of the new permanent reg­ 
istration law which now applies to 
the entire state of Illinois. 
As the permanent registration 
will apply to all except school elec­ 
tions, it is required under the law 
that one set of registration cards 
be in the possession of the village 
clerks. To avoid confusion it has 
been determined that so far as pos­ 
sible, the election precincts within 
a village shall follow the corporate 
limits and no outside territory be 
a part thereof. No precinct shall 
contain more than 600 votes. 
To cover this provision, the town 
of Elk Grove will probably have 
two election precincts within the 
village of Mt. (Prospect and two 
precincts for territory outside of 
the village, and there is a possi­ 
bility of a separate precinct in the 
town of Wheeling for those resi­ 
dents of Mt. Prospect who reside 
in Wheeling township. There will 
be at least two new* election pre­ 
cincts in Palatine and probably an 
added number in Wheeling town­ 
ship. 
In a special delivery letter re­

township committeemen of both 
parties, they are asked to agree 
upon a workable 
division and to 
file their recommendation with the 
county clerk this week. 
The registration days are Sep­ 
tember 25 and October 5 at which 
a registrar and two deputies will 
preside. October 6th and 7th, the 
two deputies will canvas all the ad­ 
dresses given by voters at their 
registration to determine if they 
are actually residing at addresses 
given. Wednesday, Qct. 13, will be 
revision day when all corrections 
if any are made to the registration 
cards, one set of which will be giv­ 
en to the village clerks holding ju r­ 
isdiction in various precincts. 
The appointment of registrars 
nd deputies has been divided be­ 
tween the Republicans and Demo­ 
crats by giving to the Republicans 
the registrar and one 
deputy of 
odd numbered precincts and to the 
democrats the appointments for the 
even numbered precincts. The third 
member in each case will be of the 
opposite party. 
When the precincts are submitted 
and the judges and clerks named, 
the county board must first give its 
approval. 
The permanent registration law 
will entail a heavy expense to put 
it into operation, but is supposed 
to prevent fraud at subsequent 
elections. Periodical 
registrations 
will not be necessary as voters up­ 
on proper 
application, 
can have 
their registration cards transfered. 


The township 
collectors in the 
Northwest towns will continue to 
hold their offices open up to and in­ 
cluding Saturday, July 24.

taxes at the county building near 
penalty date, they will appreciate 
the chance to pay their taxes at 
home and avoid the crowds and de­ 
lay at the Chicago office. 
The local collectors report that 
the tax payments thus far have not 
been anything exceptional but with 
the extra time granted them, they 
hope payments will pick up from 
now' on. 
Tile terrific heat of the past ten 
days has slowed up business in all 
lines and the tax offices have felt 
it along with other business. 
All local taxing bodies are urging 
the taxpayers to pay the township 
collector so that the funds will be 
immediately available for the many 
bills which confront the local gov­ 
ernments.

Family Seriously Burned 
As House Is Destroyed 


The most disastrous fire for a 
long 
time 
in 
Des 
Plaines, oc­ 
curred at about 2 a. rn. Wednesday 
morning, when the department was 
called to the rural home of William 
C. Hinderlider at Church and Good 
streets in the Rubey subdivision 
northwest of the 
Potter-Ballard 
road intersection. 
The home was burned to the 
ground and wras a complete loss 
w’ith all the contents. 
The three 
occupants were frightfully burned 
in making their escape from the 
burning structure., 
They were caught in the upstairs 
part of the house and were com­ 
pelled to jump for their lives. The 
clothes w'ere burned from their 
bodies and through sheer nerve, 
the father w'as able to take the in­ 
jured ones to the Northwestern 
hospital in their car. 
Besides Mr. Hinderlider, whose 
entire upper part of the body was 
seared, the wife, Florence, and son 
William, Jr., IO years old, also suf­ 
fered terrible burns. All are at the 
hospital in a serious condition. One 
child, a daughter, Lois, was visit­ 
ing in Chicago at the time and 
thus escaped the awful exeprience. 
Through hard work of neighbors 
and the Des Plaines fire depart­ 
ment, other nearby property was 
saved from the flames, hut the loss 
to the Hinderlider family will run 
into thousands of dollars. 
The cause of the fire has not 
been determined.

The Arlington Heights village 
board 
spent 
an 
entire evening 
Monday in diagnosing the annual 
audit report of E. F. Laurin. The 
report was excellent and showed in 
many ways considerable improve­ 
ment in the financial condition of 
the municipality. 
The audit covered the period 
from May I, 1936 to April 30, 1937, 
Mr. Laurin stating that he found 
that the collector and treasurer had 
made a satisfactory accounting of 
all village and special assessment 
funds. 
“Considerable improvement,” con­ 
tinued Mr. Laurin, “is shown in the 
financial condition of the village 
after comparing the current bal­ 
ance sheet with previous balance 
sheet.” 
A comparison of the available 
cash balances for 
the last 
four 
years is as follows: 
1934 ..................................$ 
3,353.36 
1935 ................................... 
1,271.36 
1936 ................................... 
7,001.68 
1937 
15,008.10 
With heavy balances in the road 
and bridge, the vehicle and water 
operation funds, the auditor sug­ 
gests that some way 
be found to 
transfer a part of such balances to 
the general fund. 
The auditor found that after an 
analysis of the 4r/r revenue bond 
funds, that $727.45 was reserved 
in excess of that required by the 
contract with the government. He

Included in the report is a table 
of taxes of 1935, showing the 
amount of the levy, amount extend­ 
ed by the county clerk and the 
amount collected (table appears in 
official report published in this is­ 
sue). The latter figures bring out a 
startling fact. In the past the vil­ 
lage boards, regardless of the le­ 
gal limit that can be assessed for 
public benefit have 
increased the 
public benefit obligation of the vil­ 
lage to an amount 
that is three 
times greater each year than can 
be legally levied for that p u rp le . 
For 1935 the village levied $7,000 
for that purpose. The county clerk 
extended only $2,692.28. Only $1,- 
746.48 was collected. 
Through the settlement of claim 
against the Sun Indemnity Co., the 
amount owing the village from Ar­ 
lington Heights State 
Bank has 
been reduced 
from the 
original 
Relief 
Commission, 
charge of CCC certifications in this amount of $20,970.26 to $3,542.33.

in the first half of 1936, Mr. Kling­ 
ler stated. 
“June

exceptionally 
strong,” Mr. Klingler added, “ indi­ 
cating a good automobile m arket 
later into the year than is custom ­ 
arily true. This June w as the best 
Pontiac June we have had, xvith 
several nexv records set during the 
month. 
We built 27,935 
cars as 
compared xvith 18,747 last June, 
and on the 17th of the month our 
plant men turned out 1,521 cars for 
the highest single production day 
in the-Pontiac record.
